G.S.R. 1155 .— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Deputy Adviser (Forestry) in the Planning Commission, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement— (1) These rules may be called the Planning Commission Deputy Adviser (Forestry) Recruitment 
Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay— The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and 
jther matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 


5. Power to relax— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax of the provisions of these rules 
in respect of any class or category of persons. 

6, Saving— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special category of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government f r om time to time in this regard.

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GS.R 1162.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (d) of sub-section (2) of section 19 ; read with section 
458, of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely : — ■ 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules mav 
be called the Shipping Development Fund Committee (Tech- 
nical Assistant) Recruitment-I Rules, 19.79. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specifi- 
ed in column 2 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 
number of the said post, its classification and scale of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of 
the said schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age, limit and other qualifica- 
tions. — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 6 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid 

5. Disqualification— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 


6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may. by 
order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax "any 
of the provisions, of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 


7, Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for tho Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in uccordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard. 


8. Special provision relating to certain persons.— Notwith- 
standing anything contained in the foregoing rules, every 
person who, immediately before the commencement of 
these rules, holding a post oT Technical Assistant under the 
Shipping Development Fund Committee shall, on and from 
such commencement, hold a corresponding post specified in 
column 2 of the said Schedule and shall be deemed to have 
been appointed to such corresponding pest.

G.S.R. 1163.— Whereas a draft of the Merchant Shipping 
/Fees for Load Line Surveys) Rules, 1978 was published 
as required by sub-section (9) of section 317, read with section 
344 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), in 

the Gazette of India in Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (1), 
dated tht 18th February, 1978 under the Notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping and 
Transport No. G.S.R. 269, dated the 18th February, 1978 
Inviting objections and suggestions within sixty days of the 
publication of the said notification from any person likelv 
to be affected thereby; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 18th February, 1978; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been re- 
ceived; 

Now therefore, in exercise of powers conferred by sub-sec- 
tions (9) of section 317 read with sub-section (2) of section 
344 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely : — 

RUFFS 

1. Short title and commencement ;--- 

(1) These rules may be called the Merchant Shipping 
(Fees for load Line Surveys) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires : — 

(a) “Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 
of 1958); 

(b) "classed ship” means a ship which is classed with 
any of the recognised classification societies; 

(c) "periodical survey” means survey of a ship holding a 
Load Line Certificate the validity of which is expired 
or is about to expire; 

(d) “Schedule” means the Schedule appended to these 
rules; 

(c) “unclassed ship" means a ship which is not classed; 

(f) expressions “assigning authority", ‘‘Load I inc survey” 
and "Principal Officer" shall have the same meanings 
respectively assigned f 0 them in the Merchant Shipp- 
ing (Load Line) Rules. 1979. 

3. Applications for Survey.— (1) The owner, agent or 
master of any ship shall mnke an application for load line

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survey of any ship, to the principal officer of the mercantile 
marine department of the district concerned, where the 
assigning authority is the Director General of Shipping. 

(2) Every such application shall be accompanied by fees in 
accordance with the scale of standard fees specified in the 
Schedule subject to adjustments or additions as may be 
necessary under rules 4 to 11. 

4. Periodical surveys of ships which have previously held 
load line certificates. — (1) Save as otherwise provided in 
sub-rule (2), the fee payable for periodical survey of a 
classed ship shall be reduced by fifty per cent of the standard 
fee payable for initial loadline survey of that ship. 

(2) Where, in the case of a classed ship which holds a 
load line certificate granted by any assigning authority other 
than the Director General, a periodical survey is carried out 
by ft surveyor of the mercantile marine department concur- 
rently with special survey of that ship for classification pur- 
poses, fee for such periodical survey shall be equivalent to 
that prescribed for periodical inspection of the ship. 

5. Surveys carried out concurrently with other surveys. — ( 1 ) 
Where load line survey of a ship is curried out by a surveyor 
of the mercantile marine department concurrently with sur- 
vey of a passenger ship for the purpose of issue of a 
Passenger ship safety certificate or a Special Trade Passenger 
Ship Safetv Certificate, a separate fee shall not he charged 
for load line survey if the ship is a classed ship. 

(2) Where load line survey of a cargo ship, whether class- 
ed or unclassed, is carried out by a surveyor of the mercantile 
marine department concurrently with the survey for the pur- 
poses of issue of cargo ship safety construction certificate or, 
as the case may be. Cargo Ship Construction Certificate, 
fee payable for load line survey shall be reduced by fifty per 
cent of the slandard fee payable for ini'inl load line sur- 
vey of that ship. 

6. Survey where alterations do not necessitate a complete sur- 
vey.' — Where alter, ations made (o any ship, whether classed or

case of survey of a ship which is required to comply with the 
requirements of the third Schedule to the Merchant Shipp- 
ing (Load Line). Rules, 1979 (published in the Gazette of 
India dated the 9-6-79 under the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Shipping & Transport No. 
G.S.R. 797 dated the 15-5-79) relating to stability, there shall' 
be paid an additional fee of Rs. 300 for a ship upto 24 metres 
in length. In the case of a ship exceeding 24 metres in 
length, the additional fee shall be Rs. 300 plus Rs. 20 for 
every metre by which the ship’s length exceeds 24 metres, 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 500. 

(2) Additional fee under sub-rule (1) shall not be payable 
in the case of a ship which has been previously surveyed 
under the Merchant Shipping (Load Line) Rules, 1979, 
and was at the time of that survey required to comply 
with requirements relating to stability if any such ship has 
not undergone any changes or alternations after that sur- 
vey requiring re-examination of its compliance with the 
provisions relating to stability. 

9. Additional fee where survey involves calculations re- 
lating to floodability. — Where in the case of a ship of 100 
metres in length or more, the survey involves calculations as 
to ability of the ship to withstand flooding of compartments 
in accordance with the provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
(Load Line) Rules, 1979: there shall be paid an additional 
fee of Rs. 300 over and above the standard fee for the load 
line survey of the ship. 

10. Additional fees for periodical inspections. — (1) Where 
the periodical inspection of a ship, whether classed or un- 
classed, of over 300 tons is completed in a single operation 
consisting of two or more visits to the ship by the surveyoi 
there shall be paid a single additional fee of Rs. 125 over 
and above the standard fee for periodical inspection. 

(2) Where the periodical inspection of the ship, whether 
classed or unclassed, is not completed in a single operation 
there shall he paid : — 

(a) an additional fee of Rs. 125 over and above the 
standard fee for each part of the inspection; and 

(b) if any part of inspection of a ship of 300 tons or 
over requires two or more visits to the ship by a 
surveyor a further additional fee of Rs. 125 over and 
above the standard fee and additional fee referred 
to in clause (a), for each such part of inspection, 

(3) For the purposes of this rule, an inspection shall be 
deemed to have been completed in a single operation if it 
is comnleted within one day or within a period of successive 
days (excluding Sundays, second Saturdays and other holidays 
on which offices of Ihe mercantile marine department remain 
closed) on each of which one or more visits to the ship are 
made by the surveyor. 

(4) Where for the purposes of an inspection it is necessary 
for the surveyor to re-visit a ship for the sole purpose of 
verifying that defects found at the earlier stage of inspection 


have been duly rectified, and on that visit such defects are 
found to be satisfactorily rectified, such visit shall be taken 
into account for the purposes of charging additional fee. 

(5) Where periodical inspection of a ship is not completed 
in one opeation as specified in 3ub-rule (3), but reasons 
therefore are not attributable to owner, agent or as the case 
may be the master of the ship to make the ship available 
for inspection, additional fee under sub-rule (2) shall not 
be payable. 

1 1 . Remission ink fees where periodical inspection is carried 
out concurrently with certain other surveys. — Where the 
periodical inspection of a ship is carried out by a surveyor 
concurrently with 

(i) the survey for the issue of Passenger Ship Safety 
Certificate; 

(ii) the survey for issue of Special Trade Passenger ship 
Safety Certificate; or 

(iii) the intermediate survey of ihe ship required under 
the Merchant Shipping (Cargo Ship Construction 
and survey) Rules, 1974, 

no fee shall be payable for any such inspection. 

12. Holiday fees. — In addition to the fees payable in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing provisions of these rules, a fee 
of Rs. 250 shall be payable in respect to every survey or 
inspection which is required to be done on a Sunday, a 
Second Saturday or any other holiday on which offices of the 
mercantile marine department of the district concerned re- 
main closed. 

13. Overtime fees. — Normally, surveys and inspection shall 
be made between 9.00 A.M. and 5.00 P.M. where surveys or 
inspection are required to be made outside these hours, 
overtime fees shall be paid at the following rates, namely : — 

(a) Where, at the request of the owner, agent or the 
master of the ship, a surveyor undertakes survey 
or inspection after 5.00 P.M. and before 8.00 P M, 
or between 6.00 A M. and 9.00 A.M. an additional 
fee of Rs. 150 shall be payable ; 

(b) Where a surveyor is called upon to undertake a sur- 
vey or inspection between the times of 8.00 P.M. and 

6.00 A.M. an additional fee of Rs. 200 shall be 
payable. 

(c) Where a survey is undertaken between 9.00 A.M. and 

5.00 P.M. but the surveyor is detained after 5.00 P.M, 
at the request of the owner, agent or the master of 
the ship for completing the surveyor or inspection — 

(i) an additional fee of Rs. 150 shall be charged if the 
surveyor is released from duty before 8,00 P.M.; 
and 

(ii) an additional fee of Rs. 200 shall be charged if the 
surveyor is detained later than 8.00 P.M.

G.S.R. 1164.- — The following nift of certain rules to 
amend the Calcutta Port Rules, (published with the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the late Transport 
Department No. 9-P f 1 9 ) / 42, dated the 3rd December, 1943, 
in the Gazette of India, 1943, Part 1), a amended from 
time to time, which the Central Government proposes to 
mate in exetcise of the powers confeired hy clause (e), 
(ee) and (eee) of sub-section (1) of section 6 of Ihe Indian 
Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908), is hereby published as required 
by sub-section (2) of the said section for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft will he taken into consideration on 
or after the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the 
date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

2, Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the ex- 
piry of the period so specified will be taken said into considera- 
tion by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Calcutta Port (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of publication in 
the Official Oazette, 

2. In the Calcutta Port Rules (hereinafter referred to a> 
the said rules) for rale 98, the following rule shall be sub- 
stituted namely : — 

98. In this part, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context, — 

(a) "excluded petroleum" means petroleum having its 
flash point not below 93 “C (or 200°E) to vmich 
these rules do not apply ; 

(b) "flash-point of any petroleum means the lowest tem- 

perature at which it yields a vapour which give 
monetary flash when ignited determined in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the Petroleum Act, 1934 
(30 of 1934) and the rules made thereunder ; 

(c) “Petroleum Class ‘A’ means petroleum having its 

flash-point below 23 °C (or 73 °F) ; 

(d) "Petroleum Class 'B’ ’’ means petroleum having its 

flash-point below 65’C (or 150°F), but not below 
23 *C (or 73 °F); 

(cl "Petroleum Class ‘C’ ” means petroleum which has its 
flash-point not below 65°C (or 150°F); 

(f) “petroleum vessel” means any vessel carrying more 
than 5,000 litres or 5 metric tonnes of Petroleum 
Class ‘A’ or 50,000 litres or 50 metric tonnes of 
Petroleum Class ‘B’ or any oher substance having 
the same flash-point as that of Petroleum Class ‘A’ 
or Petroleum Class ‘B’. 

3, In the said rules, in rule 100, for clause (a) and (b), 
the following clauses shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(a) Petroleum Class ‘A’ ; 

(b) Petroleum Class ‘B’ which is not intended for dis- 
charge at the petroleum berth in Netaji Subhas Dock; 

4, In the said rules, for rules 100A, 101, 102 and 103, the 
following rules shall be substitutued, namely ; — 

“100A. Declaration by Master of Ships tarrying petroleum 
or by the Ship's Agent and dlscliarpe of shipment of 
petroleum or infiamable liquids Including paints and 

varnishes etc. 

(1) The Master of every ship carrying petroleum or any 
other substance having flush point below 66.5"C (or 150°F) 
shall deliver to the Piiul before enteiing the Port of Calcutta 
a wiitten declaration in Form ‘F" specified in the Schedule 
to these rules under his signature : 

Piovided that if in anticipation of ship's arrival the Agent 
for such ship delivers to the Director, Marine Department 
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of the Port, a written declaration as aforesaid under his sig- 
nature, no such declaration need he made by the Master of 
the Ship. , 

(2) The Agents shall furnish a list of all hazardous cargo 
with full particulars to the Director, Marine Department and 
the Traffic Manager of the port, 

(3) The Master of the Ship shall be responsible for com- 
pliance with all the relevant rules, regulations and instructions 
issued from time to time : 

Provhlcd that when circumstances warrant, the Director, 
Marine Department, may relax the quanities that ntay be 
brought for discharge or shipment at the docks and- ictties at 
the Port of Calcutta, upto a maximum as specified below, 
subject to srch conditions ns may be laid down by him 

(a) Petroleum Class ‘A’ or other substances having a 

flash-point below 23 °C tor 73 °F) 20 tonnes ; 

(b) in the case of manufactured products such as paints 

and varnishes having a flash-point below 23 < ’C (or 

73 °F) upto 20 tonnes ; 

(c) Petroleum Class ‘B’ or other substances having a 

flash-point below 65°C (or 150°F) upto 100 tonnes, 

(d) in the case of manufactured products such as paints 

and varnishes having a flash-point above 23 "C (or 

73 °F), but below 65°C (or 150 F) upto 150 tonnes, 

101, Attendance of tug. — No petroleum vessel with Petro- 
leum Class B’ and no discharged vessel without a gas-free 
certificate for all tanks shall be transported between Garden 
Reach and Netaji Subhas Dock unless she has a tug in atten- 
dance. 

102 (1) Discharges of petroleum In bulk, and loading of 
Petroleum or Inttamahle liquids In bulk. — Petroleum vessels 
shall discharge petroleum in bulk direct into tanks at the 
Petroleum Depot, Budge Budge, on behalf of importers who 
have installations at Budge Budge or Petroleum Class ‘B’ or 
Petroleum Class 'C in bulk at the petroleum berth, Netaji 
Subhas Dock, on behalf of importers who have installations 
at Netaji Subhas Dock. 

(2) Petroleum Class ‘A’ or inflammable liquids having flash 
point below 23 °C (or 73 °F), may be shipped or loaded in 
bulk into petroleum vessels directly from the storage tank? 
at Petroleum Depot, Budge Budge, or Petroleum Class ‘B’ or 
inflammable liquids or Petroleum Class ‘O in bulk may be 
shipped or loaded at the petroleum berth, Netaji Subhas 
Dock into petroleum vessels directly from the storage tanks at 
the oil installations near Netaji Subhas Dock. 

103. Discharge or loading of case oil vessels— Every case 
oil vessel shall discharge or load her petroleum or inflammable 
liquids at Budge Budge, but no such vessel shall begin her 
discharge or loading until the Director, Marine Department, 
is satisfied that the Collector of Customs has permitted her 
petroleum or, as the case may be, inflammable liquids to he 
landed or loaded.". 

5. In (he said rules, for rules 106 and 107, the following 
rules shall be substituted, namely : — 

“106. Discharging or loading under own steam. — No 

petroleum vessel shall without the permission in writing of 
the Director, Marine Department, discharge or load Petroleum 
Class ‘A’ or Petroleum Class ‘B’ in bulk with steam generated 
in her own boilers. 

107. — Petroleum or Inflammable liquids *n small quantity. — 

A vessel, carrying otherwise than in bulk a quantity oT Petro- 
leum Class ‘A’ or inflammable liquids not exceeding 5 tonnes 
(5,000 litres! or Petroleum Class ‘B’ or inflammable liquid not 
exceeding 50 tonnes (50,000 fires'), may land it al the docks 
or jetties under the following conditions ; — 

(il that Petroleum Class ‘A’ is covered by an import 
licence granted under the Petroleum Rules, 1976; 

(ii) that each consignee who imports Petroleum Class ‘A’ 
in quantity exceeding 300 litres produces a certificate 
of storage accommodation in Point ‘II’ of the Petro- 
leum Rules, l l )76, signed by him, or his agent: 

Provided that quantities not exceeding 5 tonnes (5,000 
litres) of Petroleum Class ‘A’ or quantities not exceeding 


50 tonnes (50 900 litres) of Petroleum Cluss ‘B’ may be dis- 
charged into lighters or boats with the previous approval of 
the Director, Marine Department, subject to the compliance 
of the conditions specified in clause (i) and clau-e (ii) and 
that the petroleum is nol unloaded from boats or lighters 
at the following ghats, namely : — 

(1) On the Howrah side Bechali Ghats north of Cowce’s 
Ghat spur, or 

(ii) On the Calcutta side — .Tugganath Ghat, Sahib Bazar 
Ghat, Rulhollar Ghat or Bagbazar Ghat : 

Provided further that Petroleum Class ‘C’ other wise than 
in hulk may be landed in any quantity at the docks 
or jetties or discharged overside into boats or fighters 
subject to the compliance of the cond ions specified in 
clause (i) and clause (ii)”. 

6. In the said rules, for rule 109, the following rules shall 
be substiuted, namely : — 

"109. Precautions In Netaji Subhas Dock. — fl) Every 
vcssal discharging Petroleum Class ‘B’ in Netaji 
Subhas Dock shall carry at each and a 10 c. m. 
wire pendant fitted at either and with an eye and 
the inboard end of the wire shall be placed on the 
nearest available hitts and the outboard and shall 
hang within reach of water. 

(2) The length of each such pendant shall he fat- 
homs and the bight shall be lightly stopped to the 
rails,” 

7. In the said mles, in rule 110, for clause (c), the 
following clause shall be substituted, namely : — 

* (c) in the Docks, if the Dock Master is satisfied that 
the flash-point of the petroleum is not below 65°C 
or 1 50°F.” 

8. In the said rules, for rules 114 and 115, the following 
rules shall be substitutued, namely : — 

114, Restriction on night work. — No vessel shall lord, 
discharge or transport Petroleum Class ‘A’ within 
the Part of Calcutta between sunset and sunrise ; 
provided that this rule shall not apply to bulk oil 
vessels discharging al Budge Budge in accordance 
with the provisions of the Petroleum Rules, 1976. 

115. Transhipment of Petroleum Class ‘C\— Any vessel 
may, with the consent in writing of the Harbour 
Master (Part), tranship to any other vessel Patroleum 
Class ‘C’ in bulk.”. 

9. In the said rules, for rules 117 and 118, the following 
rules shall be subsituted, namely : — 

"117. Restrictions on utrnw boats. — No fires or smoking 
or naked lights 'hall be permitted on any vessal 
carrying straw within 155 metres of the high 
water line of the Budge Budge Petroleum Depot. 

118. Gas-free certificate for bulk-oil vessels entering 
docks or dry docks. — fl) No hulk oil vessel shall 
be taken amongst the other shipg unless the vessel 
is proceeding to an oil berth (or in the case of 
a vessel carrying fuel oil only into dock) or a 
certificate is produced from the Controller of 
Explosives, East Circle, Calcutta, to the effect that 
he has examined the tanks, coffer-dams, pump 
rooms and such other parts as deemed necessary 
with the aid of vapour testing instrument and 
certified by him in writing that such tanks, 
coffer-dams, pump rooms and other pails of the 
vessel arc free from petroleum and ' apour of 
petroleum and the vessel is in a fit stale to enter 
the dock. 

(2) The Masters of all bulk oil vessels proceeding to 

dry dock shall produce the certificate refeiteil to 
in sub-rule (1). 

(3) No repair work to any part or fitting of a petroleum 

tanker shall be carried out in the dry dock, or in 
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the wot dock unless such part of fitting has been 
examined- by the Controller of Explosives, East 
Circle, Calcutta, and certified bv him in writing to 
be free from petroleum vapour or petroleum. 


(4) The Controller of Explosives, East Circle, Calcutta, 
while granting a certificate referred to in this rule 
shall specify thereon the period for which and the 
conditions under which such certificate shall remain 
valid.

“120. Gis-free certificate necessary in contain cases. — 

Ev t/ vxsiel in the port which uses oil as fuel shall, before carrying out any repairs in tho bunkeir obtain a gas-free certificate."

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5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person. 

Shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such persons and Ihe other party to the man- 
age and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 


6. Power to relax.— Where tire Central Government is of 
opinion 'that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in wriling, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons In accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G.S.R. 1171. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in super- 
session of the Notification of the Government of India in 
the late Ministry of Works, Housing and Rehabilitation

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Government of India Press, Minto Road and 
Ring Road, New Delhi Assistant Inspector (Control) and 
Assistant Inspector (Control) (Computing) Recruitment 
Rules, 1979. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts spe- 
cified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of the said posh, their classification and the scales 

of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 

to 4 of the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions, — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age 
limit, qualifications and other maters connected therewith, 
shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule 
aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living ; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has tntered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied 
(hat such marriage la permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts, 

7. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories ill 
accordane with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 
1890 (9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, further to amend the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General Rules, 1929, namely - 

(1) These rules may be called the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General (Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) In the Open Lines (Railways in India) General Rules, 
1929 in part I — 

(i) in clause (b) of rule 2 for the 3rd paragraph, begin- 
ning with the words “Class C stations — ” and ending 
with the Words “the Block Station in rear”, the 
following paragraph shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“Class C stations — block huts, where permission to ap- 
proach may not be given for a train, unless the 
whole of the last preceding train has passed com- 
plete at least 400 metres beyond the Home signal, 
and Is continuing its journey. This will also include 
an Intermediate Block Post.” 

(ii) for rules 259 and 259A, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely : — • 

“259. Conditions under which permission to approach 
may be given. — At a class C station on single 
line or double line in two-aspect, multiple-aspect 
or modified lower quadrant signalling, the line 
shall not be considered clear and permission to 
approach shall not be given, unless — 

(a) the whole of the last preceding train has passed 
complete at least 400 metres beyond the Home 
signal and is continuing its journey ; and 

(b ) all signals taken ‘off’ for the preceding train hav# 
been put back to ‘on’ behind the said train : 

provided that on a single line, the line is also clear 
of trains running in the opposite direction to- 
wards the block hut from the block station at the 
other end.” 

(iii) for rule 442, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“442. Protection of a train stopped in an Absolut* 
Permissible Block Signalling section.— (1) When 
a train is stopped in an Absolute Permissive 
Block Signalling section, the Guard shall imme- 
diately exhibit a ‘Danger’ hand signal towards 
the rear and check up that the tail board or tail 
light is correctly exhibited. 

(2) If the stoppage is on account of accident, failure, 
or obstruction and the train cannot proceed, th* 
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Driver shall sound the preacribed code of whistle 
and the train shall be protected Immediately as 
per rule 166 except that for the protection of the 
occupied line, one detonator shall be placed at 
90 metres from the train on the way out and simi- 
larly two detonators, 10 metres apart, not less 


than 180 metres from the train or at such dis- 
tance as has been fixed by special instructions”
